LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 


smoldering cigarette may have 
sparked the fire that killed ac- 
tor-singer Jack Cassidy, sweep- 
ing his penthouse apartment 
after a party and charring his 
body beyond recognition, a fire 
official says. 


The body was discovered 


early Sunday in the West 
Hollywood apartment belonging 
to the dimpled, silver-haired 
performer. It was several hours 
before the coroner's office said 
that dental charts had con- 
firmed the victim was Cassidy. 
49, Father of one-lime teenage 
singing idol David Cassidy and 
ex-husband of actress-singer 
Shirley Jones. 


An autopsy was scheduled for 


today, but the spokesman said 
there was no evidence to in- 
dicate anything but an acciden- 
tal death.

that $50,000 did the trick. 


Admittedly, the 1926 dollar bought 


more than its 1976 counterpart, but 
Campagna's ownership by itself never 
lifted the price tag to successor 
buyers. It went up from one transac- 
tion to the next because of its 
riverfront location and the decline in 
the dollar's purchasing power. 


Another Capone associate, Phil 


D'Andrea, took up part time residency 
in St. Joseph across the ravine from 
where Memorial Hospital now stands, 
about the time Campagna graced 
Berrien Springs with his presence. 


Phil erected a huge brick mansion 


finished off inside with about as much 
marble as can be found in Crystal 
Springs cemetery. He stationed it on 
what in a city dweller's terms would 
be regarded as acreage. 


Again, cost figures are not known 


outside the D'Andrea entourage, but

Is Life Slipping 


Away From Us? 


BALTIMORE - The most 


bizarre aspect of the depressing 
Gary Gilmore affair is not the 
killer himself but those multi- 
tudes who have all along wished 
for the killer to be lulled. They 
include the scores who have 
from the beginning expressed a 
desire lo be on the firing squad, 
and the array of ordinary men 
and wtimen who have told poll- 
sters of their ghoulish versions 
of justice. 


There thus has been a lesson 


in 
the convict's macabre 


theater. It has reminded us of 
what the social chroniclers have 
said is our tailing reverence for 
life. Once we sanctified exis- 
tence, even held this as the 
greatest of our virtues; now, 
perhaps 
because 
we 
are 


overcrowded with one another, 
the society is changing its 
outlook. 


Nowhere is the change more 


obvious, and pronounced, than 
in a small portion of the 
Man-land medical 
industry 


known as the Institute for 
Emergency Medicine. It is a 
shock-trauma facility which, 
under the law, approaches the 
question of life-death with a 
near surrealistic detachment. 
Its mission is to saw people's 
lives, but "where necessary" it 
sometimes serves to take the 
lives instead. 


The stale of Maryland con- 


siders a person to be legally 
dead if the brain has ceased to- 
tally to function for a period of 
24 hours. Hence In such cir- 
cumstances doctors at the insti- 
tute are allowed to withdraw life 
support systems from their pa- 
tients. Normally the physicians 
consult with relatives of the 
subject, other times this is im- 
possible. In a sense, then, 
euthanasia here has become 
common practice. 


The doctors who work at 


emergency medicine say that 
their responsibilities in these 
matters sound far more frigh- 
tening than they are. They 
explain that the shock-trauma 
unit receives only the worst of 
emergency 
patients, 
those 


whom under ordinary circums- 
tances have only hours to live. 
And so when all the wonders of 
science fail to revive the vie* 


tins, the allowance of death k 
humane. 


Such is the rationale of the 


moment. And not only among 
physicians wrestling with tbe 
morality of euthanasia. Abor- 
tionists are others who believe 
that the prevention of existence 
is merciful in that it is con- 
cerned with the right of women 
to be in control of themselves. 
And too, those who favor capital 
punishment feel philanthropic 
because they are interested in 
the safety of the vulnerable 
community. 


Even suicide is no longer 


considered with negative cer- 
tainty. Books nave been written 
which suggest that under cer- 
tain conditions people should 
not only have tbe right to take 
their own lives (it is technically 
illegal), but may have a res- 
ponsibility to do so. For ins- 
tance: a desperately sick person 
who becomes a financial burden 
to .his family; it's now said 
suicide may be the most 
honorable relief. 


On trouble with this somoer 


trend is, that in motion, it has 
often moved beyond the limits 
of serious discussion and into 
the grip of ghastly excess. A 
Florida state legislator, as 
example, has tried to create a 
law in that state which would 
authorize the extermination of 
people — such as the retarded 
— who do not live in a produc- 
tive manner. Shamelessly, the 
legislator argues that 
the 


business would not only be 
humane, but would save billions 
in public assistance. 


And then there is the district 


attorney of Gwinnett County in 
Georgia. His state has executed 
more people'than any other in 
modern times — more than 400 
since the 1920's — but the 
Gwinnett D.A. lobbies for even 
larger numbers by wearing a 
gold-plated hangman's noose on 
his lapel. At that he is not alone 
in his sentiment; when a Vir- 
ginia legislator recently and 
bemusedly suggested return of 
the public gallows he was 
beseiged with support from 
those thinking him serious. 


Life no longer seems to be lost 


merely by dying. It is slipping 
away from us, perhaps little by 
little, in a thousand awful ways. 


Reforming The 


Campaign Reform 


WASHINGTON - Outgoing 


Democratic National Commit- 
tee Chairman Robert Strauss 
was asked recently how be felt 
the new Federal campaign 
finance law had worked during 
the presidential election. 


"I'd give it a C-pIus," he 


replied. 


Most political leaders would 


grade the reform higher than 
that, since it produced what 
was probably the most .finan- 
cially honest campaign 
in 


American history. But all of 
them also seem to agree that 
the law could stand some ad- 
justments here and there. 


One of the first battles of the 


new Congress will be over 
changes to strengthen the great 
experiment which for the first 
time financed presidential can- 
didates with public funds and 
placed a ceiling on their ex- 
penses. 


There have been no calls to 


do away with the basic thrust 
of the new system, which 
vastly reduced the influence of 
rich individual givers and 
special interest groups and 
brought campaign spending 
patterns under close public 
scrutiny. Richard Nixon was 
the last presidential candidate 
who could throw millions 
around willy-nilly for political 
purposes. 


But 
Vice 
President-elect 


Walter Mondale and others 
since 
the 
election 
have 


complained that the 
Jl.OOO 


limit on individual contribu- 
tions which presidential can- 
didates are allowed to accept 
during the primaries are too 
restrictive. They have proposed 
that the ceiling be lifted, 
perhaps as high as 13,000, ar- 
guing that amount is still too 
small to make any candidate 
feel blindly obligated lo his 
contributors. 


There is also pressure to 


increase 
the 
presidential 


spending limit in the general 
election, during which the can- 


didates can take no private 
money. President Ford and 
Jimmy Carter were allowed to 
spend $21.8 million this year. 


That tight budget prevented 


the candidates from paying 
very many volunteers and from 
purchasing political parapher- 
nalia such as buttons and other 
obvious campaign symbols like 
store fronts, which stimulate 
public participation. The cam- 
paign was almost invisible on 
the streets this year, which 
increased television's already 
dangerously heavy influence. 


But some politicians think a 


more expensive 
presidential 


campaign is not really neces- 
sary and point out that both 
Ford and Carter seemed able 
to reach tbe voters adequately. 
These professionals believe the 
voters were actually relieved to 
have the traditional political 
assault 
upon their senses 


somewhat subdued. 


The 
most 
controversial 


proposal to change the law 
would expand public subsidies 
to include Senate and House 
candidates, conditional on ac- 
cepting spending limits. Rep. 
Morris Udall (D.-Ariz.) has 
already begun soliciting sup- 
port for such a move. But 
Republicans have objected that 
this would increase the built-in 
advantage of incumbents, more 
than 95 per cent of whom won 
reelection 
this 
year, 
and

It has reminded us of 
what the social chroniclers have 
said is our failing reverence for 
life. Once we sanctified exis­ 
tence, even held this as the 
greatest of our virtues; now, 
perhaps 
because 
we 
are 
overcrowded with one another, 
the society is changing its 
outlook. 


Nowhere is the change more 
obvious, and pronounced, than 
in a sm all 
portion of the 
.Maryland 
m edical 
industry 
known as the Institute for 
Emergency Medicine. It is a 
shock-traum a facility which, 
under the law, approaches the 
question of life-death with a 
near surrealistic detachm ent. 
Its mission is to save people’s 
lives, but “ where necessary” it 
sometimes serves to take the 
lives instead. 


The state of M aryland con­ 
siders a person to be legally 
dead if the brain has ceased to­ 
tally to function for a period of 
24 hours. Hence in such c ir­ 
cumstances doctors at the insti­ 
tute are allowed to withdraw life 
support systems from their pa­ 
tients. Normally the physicians 
consult with relatives of the 
subject, other tim es this is im ­ 
possible. 
In a sense, then, 
euthanasia here has become 
common practice. 
The doctors who work at 
emergency m edicine say that 
their responsibilities in these 
m atters sound far more frigh­ 
tening than they are. They 
explain that the shock-traum a 
unit receives only the worst of 
emergency 
patients, 
those 
wtiom under ordinary circum s­ 
tances have only hours to live. 
And so when all the wonders of 
science fail to revive the vic­ 


tims, the allowance of death is 
humane. 
Such is the rationale of the 
moment. ^\nd not only among 
physicians w restling with the 
morality of euthanasia. Alwr- 
tionists are others who believe 
that the prevention of existence 
is m erciful in that it is con- 
wrned with the right of women 
to be in control of themselves. 
/\nd too, those who favor capital 
punishment feel philanthropic 
because they are interested in 
the safety of the vulnerable 
community. 
Even suicide is no longer 
considered with negative cer­ 
tainty. Books have been written 
which suggest that under cer­ 
tain conditions people should 
not only have the right to take 
their own lives (it is technically 
illegal), but may have a res­ 
ponsibility to do so. For ins­ 
tance: a desperately sick person 
who becomes a financial burden 
to his family; it’s now said 
suicide 
may 
be 
the 
most 
honorable relief. 
On trouble with this som oer 
trend is, that in motion, it has 
often moved beyond the lim its 
of serious discussion and into 
the grip of ghastly excess. A 
Florida state 
legislator, 
as 
example, has tried to create a 
law in that state which would 
authorize the exlerm ination of 
people — such as the retarded 
— who do not live in a produc­ 
tive m anner. Shamelessly, the 
legislator 
argues 
that 
the 
business would not only be 
humane, but would save billions 
in public assistance. 
And then there is the district 
attorney of Gwinnett County in 
(leorgia. His state has executinl 
more people than any other in 
modern times — more than 400 
since the 1920’s — but the 
Gwinnett D.A. lobbies for even 
larger num bers by w earing a 
gold-plated hangman’s noose on 
his lapel. At that he is not alone 
in his sentim ent; when a Vir­ 
ginia legislator recently and 
bt-rnusedly suggested return of 
the public gallows 
he was 
beseiged with support from 
those thinking him serious. 
Life no longer seems to be lost 
merely by dying. It is slipping 
away from us, perhaps little by 
little, in a thousand awful ways.

Campaign Reform 1 


WASHINGTON - Outgoing 
Democratic National Com m it­ 
tee Chairm an Robert Strauss 
was askt*d recently how he felt 
the new Federal 
cam paign 
finance law had worked during 
the presidential election. 
“ I’d give it a C-plus,” he 
replied. 
Most political leaders would 
grade the reform higher than 
that, since it produced what 
was probably the most finan­ 
cially 
honest 
cam paign 
in 
American history. But all of 
them also seem to agree that 
tht' law c-ould stand some ad­ 
justments here and there. 
One of the first batik's of the 
new ('ongress will be over 
changes to strengthen the great 
exptTinx*nt which for the first 
tinx' financed pri*sidential can­ 
d id ata with public funds and 
placed a ceiling on their ex- 
jx'nsc's. 
There have bt'en no calls to 
do away with the basic thrust 
of the 
new 
system , 
which 
\astl\ reduced the influence of 
rich 
individual 
givers 
and 
special interest groups and 
brought 
cam paign 
spt'nding 
patterns under close public 
siTutiny. Richard Nixon was 
the last prt*sidential candidate 
who 
could 
throw 
m illions 
around willy-nilly for pohtical 
purposes. 
But 
Vice 
President-elect 
Waller Mondale and others 
since 
the 
election 
have 
complained 
that 
the 
$1,000 
limit on individual contribu­ 
tions which presidential can­ 
didate's are allowed to accept 
during the prim aries are too 
restrictne. They have proposed 
that 
the 
ceiling 
be 
lifted, 
perhaps as high as $5,(100. a r­ 
guing that amount is still tiK) 
small to m ake any candidate 
ftrl blindly obligated to his 
fontribuiors. 
There is also pressure to 
increase 
the 
presidential 
sptmding lim it in the general 
election, during which the can- 


didates can take no private 
money. President F'ord and 
Jimmy Carter were allowed to 
spend $21.8 million this year. 
That tight budget prevented 
the candidates from paying 
very many volunteers and from 
purchasing political parapher­ 
nalia such as buttons and other 
obvious campaign syinbols like 
store fronts, which stim ulate 
pubhc participation. The cam ­ 
paign was almost invisible on 
the streets this year, which 
increased television’s already 
dangerously heavy influence. 
But sonx' pe)liticians think a 
nx)re expensive presidential 
campaign is not really neces- 
sar> and point out that both 
Ford and Carter seemed able 
to reach the voters adequately. 
Tht'st' proft'ssionals believe the 
voters were actually relievt'd to 
have the traditional political 
assault 
upon 
their 
senses 
soiiK'what subdued. 
The 
most 
c“ontroversial 
proposal to change the law 
would expand pubbc subsidies 
to include Senate and House 
candidates, conditional on ac­ 
cepting spending limits. Rep 
Morris Udall (D.-Ariz.) has 
already begun st)liciting sup­ 
port for such a move. But 
Rt'pubiicans have objected that 
this would increase the built-in 
advantage of incumbents, more 
tlian 95 per cent of whom won 
ri'election 
this 
year, 
and 
guarantee' 
continued 
huge 
Democratic majoritie*s.

Just about this time around 


mid-December, the ships of the 
Great Lakes end their season; in 
other wurds. begin laying up for 
the winter. 


Outdoor winches are covered 


over, 
fires 
arc 
banked, 


pilothouses covered and other 
loose material stored below. 
These are some of the many 
chores done before the crews 
start heading for home. 


Other than home, many go to 


Florida, like the birds, flying to 


warm climes. But the ships stay 
in ports around different ports 
tied up to docks and shipyards 
for repairs after a hard sailing 
season. 


It is not as it use to be, like 


during World War I when 
seventy to a hundred ships 
served as storage for grain, as 
wheat, rye, barley and screen- 
ings. They were anchored or 
tied up behind the breakwall at 
Buffalo. Regular storage space 
was scarce and the Allies were 
short of food and ships at coas- 
tal ports. And it proved to be one 


of the coldest winter's on 
record. 


Today only a mere 125 much 


bigger 
ships

American fleet on the lakes, a 
big difference from when over 
500 sidled the lakes before War 
n. Many sailors manned those 
ships firemen, coal passers, 
deckhands.

aiw. according to Dr. William Clyde Donald I', of First 
Congregational church. Benlon Harbor. 


Dr. Donald spoke ai the Dec. 9 meeting of Algonquin 


Chapter, Daughters of the American Revolution, held at 
First United .Methodist church in St. Joseph. 


The national theme for all Daughters of the American 


Revolution chapters this year is taken from Proverbs 22:28; 
which says, "Remove not the ancient landmark, which thy 
fathers have set.'' 


Dr. Donald said the Book of Proverbs represents the best 


thinking of the best minds of that era. It gives a set of 
guidelines on living, on man's relationship to his Ieliow 
man. He said it gives an excellent insight into people and 
their relationships with others. 


In today's "fast moving, changing society," a set of 


guidelines by which to live and to relate to others is still 
necessary, according to Dr. Donald. 


"Human behavior is the one thing that remains cons- 


tant." he said. "There are no perfect people, and without 
proper guidelines, there cannot be an orderly society." 


"Most people, given the chance, are better than they

When guidelines remain intact, he concluded, then the

.•\d\ice given by Solomon in the B(K)k of I^ovcrbs is as 
applicable to s(Kiety t(xlay as it was thousands of years 
ago. according to Dr. William Clyde Donald P of First 
Congregational church, lienton Harbor. 
Dr. Donald spoke at the Dec. 9 meeting of Algonquin 
Chapter, Daughters of the American Revolution, held at 
P'lrst United Methodist church in St. Joseph. 
The national theme for all Daughters of the American 
lievolution chapters this year is taken from Proverbs 22:28; 
which says. “Remove not the ancient landmark, which thy 
fathers have set.” 
Dr. Donald said the Book of Proverbs represents the best 
tlunking of the best minds of that era. It gives a set of 
guidelines on living, on man’s relationship to his feliow 
man. He said it gives an excellent insight into people and 
their relationships with others. 
In today’s “fast moving, changing society,” a set of 
guidelines by which to live and to relate to others is still 
ntvessary. according to Dr. Donald. 
“Human behavior is the one thing that remains cons­ 
tant.” he said. “There are no perfect people, and without 
proper guidelines, there cannot be an orderly society.” 
“Most people, given the chance, are better than they 
appear to be.” he said. “We too easily judge each other on 
flimsy ev idence, therefore not allowing the full potential of 
an individual to develop.” 
He said with the proper amount of faith and the ability to 
“use accidents of history” we can achieve full potential. 
“Today, we must keep the guidelines received from the 
past or we’ll be left without proper directions, which we 
nec*d critically.” he said. 
“If we are to keep the American dream alive in this fast 
changing world, we have got to work together and pull 
together.” Using a set of guidlines by which to live and to 
relate to others, similar to those of Solomon. American 
society can reach its fullest potential, according to Dr. 
Donald. 
When guidelines remain intact, he concluded, then the 
American dream can l)e reahzed. This is as true today as 
when Solomon wrote the advice to his people. His wise 
counsel is still not out-of-date.

Many shoppers' are curious 


and not quite sure what to do 
with the pomegranates, per- 
simmons, kumquats and fresh 
coconuts found in produce 
departments during the holiday 
season, says Maryann Beck- 
man, District Extension Con- 
sumer Marketing Agent. 


Mrs. Beckman says: 
Since they are all in peak 


supply now, be daring this year 
and try them. 


Pomegranates, one of the ol- 


dest fruits known to man, may 
strike your fancy. They are 
about the same size as a large 
apple and have tough leathers' 
deep red to purplish skins with 
a small crown of petal-like 
projections at the top. Inside 
you will find segments divided 
by pulp that hold hundreds of 
jewel-clear red seeds, coated 
with a pulpy flesh which is ea- 
ten. 


These clear, bright red ker- 


nels, with a spicy-tart flavor, 
are used as a garnish fur cottage 
cheese and citrus salads, used 
in fruit cups, gelatin desserts or 
eaten as is by the spoonful. 


To prepare them, cut off the 


thin skin, starting at the top. 


Then carefully "roll out" the 
seeds from each segment with 
fingers or "shell" them with a 
spoon. Handle carefully and 
wear an apron for the juice 
spatters make a dark stain. 


If you need only a few seeds at 


a tune, take off only part of the 
skin, wrap the remaining in 
plastic wrap and refrigerate the 
fruit. Or shell out all the seeds 
and refrigerate in a tightly 
closed glass jar. Use within a 
week or freeze the seeds for 
springtime 
treats 
when 


pomegranates are out of season. 


The persimmon is the bright 


orange colored fruit with a 
scalloped green leaf at the top 
that looks like a "tall" tomato. 


When fully ripe they are very 


sweet and have a chocolate- ' 
apricot flavor and soft flesh. 
When very ripe, flesh is jelly- 
like in texture. 


Serve some slices for break- 


fast with cream, luck some Into 
citrus salads or ripen further, 
until the skin is wrinkled, and 
simply spoon out the jelly-like 
flesh and eat as is or make a 
baked persimmon pudding from 
the soft puree. 


Kumquats are decorative lit- 


tle plum-sized citrus fruits that 
look like miniature oranges. 
Often tucked into holiday fruit 
baskets or sold separately in 
pint boxes with their own 
greens, they are as good to eat 
as they are pretty. The skin is 
the sweet part, so eat it all. They 
taste like lemons if peeled. If 
you have never tried it, make 
some kumquat marmalade. 


Fresh coconuts are another 


treat, though not as unusual. 
You get a lot qf.coconut for the 
money when you buy fresh and 
the taste cannot compare to 
other types. Buy one that is 
hcaiy for its size and has dry, 
sunken "eyes." Shake it gently 
and listen for the milk to 
"slosh" around inside. If it does 
not, choose another. 


To shell fresh coconuts, make 


a hole through one of the "eyes" 
with a clean nail, ice pick and 
hammer. Drain and save the 
milk for use as part of the liquid 
in cakes, cookies or other des- 
serts or as a beverage. 


Then either heat the coconut 


in a 350 degree Fahrenheit oven 
for 10-20 minutes or freeze for 
about an hour. Then crack the 
shell with a hammer and 


separate the white flesh from 
the shell. Trim off the thin, 
inner brown skin and grate, 
slice or chunk the fresh coconut 
to fit your needs. 


Toast some coconut strips, 


too, for a nutritious treat. Cut 
coconut chunks into thin strips 
with - a vegetable peeler and 
toast in a 300 degree oven until 
slightly brown. Add a little but- 
ter and salt when you remove 
from the oven. 


One medium sized coconut 


makes about three cups of 
shredded or chunked coconut. 
Store coconut meat in a tightly 
covered jar in the refrigerator 
and use within one to two weeks.

Many shoppers are curious 
and not quite sure what to do 
with the pomegranates, per­ 
simmons, kumquats and fresh 
ctK'onuts 
found 
in 
produce 
departments during the holiday 
season, says Maryann Beck­ 
man, District Extension Con­ 
sumer Marketing Agent. 
Mrs. Bec kinan says: 
Since they are ail in peak 
supply now, be daring this year 
and try them. 
Pomegranates, one of the ol­ 
dest fruits known to man, may 
strike your fancy. They are 
about the same size as a large 
apple and have lough leathery 
deep red to purplish skins with 
a small crown of petal-hke 
projections at the top. Inside 
you will find segments divided 
by pulp that hold hundreds of 
jewel-clear red seeds, coated 
with a pulpy flesh which is ea­ 
ten. 
These clear, bright rtnl ker­ 
nels, with a spicy-tart flavor, 
are used as a garnish for cottage 
cheese and citrus salads, used 
in fruit cups, gelatin desserts or 
eaten as is by the spiKinful. 
To prepare them, cut off the 
thin skin, starting at the top. 


Then carefully "roll out” the 
st*eds from each segment with 
fingers or “ shell” them with a 
sp<Kjn. Handle carefully and 
wear an apron for the juice 
s|)atters make a dark stain. 
If you net'd only a few setnls at 
a tiiw, take off only part of the 
skin, wrap the remaining in 
plastic wrap and refrigerate the 
fruit. Or shell out ail the set*ds 
and refrigerate in a tightly 
closed glass jar. Use within a 
w(H*k or freeze the set'ds for 
springtimi* 
treats 
when 
poiiK'granates are out of season. 
The ptTsimmon is the bright 
orange colored fruit with a 
scalloptKl green leaf at the top 
that looks like a “ tall” tomato. 
V\iien fully ripe they are very 
sweet and have a chocolate- 
apricot flavor and soft flesh. 
When very ripe, flesh is jelly- 
like in texture. 
Serve some slices for break­ 
fast with crt'am, tuck some into 
citrus salads or ripen further, 
until the skin is wTinklt*d. and 
simply sp<«)n out the jelly-like 
flesh and eat as is or make a 
baktnl fXTsimmon pudding from 
the soft punv. 
Kumquats are decorative lit­ 


tle plum-siziKi citrus fruits that 


l(X)k like miniature oranges. 
Often tucked into holiday fruit 
baskets or sold separately in 
pint 
boxes with their own 
greens, they are as good to eat 
as they are pretty. The skin is 
the swwt part, so eat it all. 'Hiey 
taste like lemons if ptH‘k>d. If 
you have never tried it, make 
some kumquat marmalade. 
Fresh coconuts are another 
treat, though not as unusual. 
^’ou get a lot of coc-onut for the 
money when you buy frt*sh and 
the taste cannot compare to 
other typt's. Buy one that is 
heavy f»>r its si/e and has dry. 
sunken “ eyes.” Shake it gently 
and listen for the milk to 
“ slosh” around inside. If it does 
not. chtKise another. 
To shell fresh ciK-onuts, make 
a hole through one of the “ e.vt*s” 
with a clean nail, ice pick and 
hammer. Drain and save the 
milk for use as part of the hquid 
in cakes, cookies or other des- 
st*rts or as a lH*\erage. 
Then either heat the coconut 
in a 351) degriH* Fahrenheit oven 
for 10-2ÌI minutes or freeze tor 
al)out an hour. Then crack the 
shell with 
a 
hammer and 


separate the white flesh from 
the shell. Trim off the thin, 
inner brown skin and grate, 
slice or chunk tht> fri*sh c(Kt)nut 
to fit your ntt*ds. 
Toast some ccK-onut strips, 
too, for a nutritious treat Cut 
coc'onut chunks into thin strips 
with a vegetable ixrler and 
titast in a :i((() degrw oven until 
slightly brown. Add a little but­ 
ter and salt when you remove 
from the oven. 
One medium sized coconut 
makes aliout ttiree cups of 
slu(“dded or chunked ciK'tmut. 
Store cot'onut meat in a tightly 
i'overt“d jar in the refrigerator 
and Use within (»ne to two weeks.

In the days of handmade lace 


it was not unusual for lace- 
makers to go blind. 


Slipped disks and back pain 


are constantly brought to my 
attention by readers. The con- 
fusion about slipped, or hcr- 
niatcd, disks is enormous and 
needs clarification. 


The whole spinal column is a 


series of 33 bones or vertebrae, 
which run from the neck (cer- 
vical spine) to the tail bone 
(coccyx). 


The vertebrae are'separated 


from earn other by a firm, gel- 
like band of protective, clastic 
tissue. These bands are called 
inter-vertebral disks. 


These disks are the cushions 


that absorb the physical shocks 
to the spine. They also protect 
the bony edges of the vertebrae 
from each other and prevent the 
wear and tear of the twisting 
and turning of the body. 


An injury to the spine, lifting 


a heavy weight, long-standing 
poor posture1, and curvatures of 
the spine may cause the elastic 
disk to become displaced from 
its normal position. Back pain 
then occurs, especially if the 
displaced disk exerts pressure 
on any of the nerves that exit 
from the spine. 


The location of the pain 


depends, of course, on the part 
of the spinal column that is in- 
volved. If the slipped disk is in 
the neck, the distribution of 
pain is different from the pain 
of a- slipped disk in Ihe lower 
part of the spinal column. 


It must be emphasized that 


the layman must not come to his 
own conclusion that he may 
have a "slipped disk.' There are 
many other disorders that can 
be responsible for low back 
pain. Arthritis of the spine, 
neuritis, muscular conditions or 
sciatica may cause pain that 
resembles the pain of a slipped 
disk. 


The diagnosis of herniated, or 


slipped, disk is made after a 
complete examination by an 
orthopedist 
and 
by 
a 


neurologist. Their judgment, in 
combination with special X-ray 
studies 
known 
as 


"myelograms," can positively 
pinpoint the site of a herniated 
disk if it is present. 
, Many readers want to know if 
surgery is the only way to treat 
a slipped disk. No, there are a 
number of forms of treatment 
that are first tried before sur- 
gery is contemplated. 


A traction apparatus which 


"stretches" the spinal column 
and takes the pressure off the 
disk sometimes makes it possi- 
ble for the disk to return to its 
proper position. 


Special back and neck braces, 


gentle regulated erercisc and 
rest can lie effective in relieving 
the discomfort. 


Under 
no 
circumstances 


should rough manipulation and 
vigorous massage be tried 
without the specific instructions 
of an orthopedic physician.

(AP) — Startled by winter's 
early onslaught, residcnls of 
lliis popular rvsort island have 
rushed to put in supplies from 
the mainland More ice stops 
ferry transmutation. 


"This is the earliest I've seen 


the ieo in all the 2(1 years I've 
been sailing lo the island," said 
C-apt. Paul Alters while piloting 
his boat around the bigger 
chunks dotting the Strails of 
Mackinac. 


'Hie ice has arrived about five 


weeks ahead of schedule, and 
many islanders were caught off 
Kuard. 


"I'm just operating on a day- 


to-day basis now," (.-apt. Alters 
slid Sunday. "A shift in the 
wind could bring that ice into 
the. harbor lure, and we'd lie out 
of business." 


So Muckinac Island's men, 


women and children hurried 
along the dock Sunday, helping 
UK' ferry's crew unload toilets, 
. gas cylinders, canned goods, 
Christmas stockings, sides of 
beef and other winter staples. 


Dennis Brodeur shepherded 


2,500 cases of beer to the island 
over the weekend, to add to 
aixnil 7,500 cases he already lias 
stashed away in the attic over 
IJrodeur's Mustang Bar — the 
only place where islanders can 
get it drink until spring. 


"I I's a 
real 
headache,'' 


Brodeur said. "You get all 
stocked up and then, all of a 
sudden in the middle of the 
winter, one of your best Pabst 
drinkers will switch to Strohs. 
Then what do you do?" 


Four to six weeks after the 


ferry stops running, the ice is 
usually strong enough to sup- 
port islanders — on snow- 
mobile, horseback, or foot — on 
a trip to the mainland. A trait of 
okl Christmas trees marks the 
path to St. Ignace. 


But the end of ferry service 


usually marks the beginning of 
"rock fever," a feeling of 
claustrophobia the 600 to 800 
year-round islanders consider 
their own.

Frederick Luddy said Sunday 


the Ann Arbor-based Interna- 
tional Cultural Exchange Corp. 
(ICX) is so broke he has been 
working as an unpaid volunteer 
since August and closed the 1CX 
office 
and 
moved 
its 


headquarters into his home. 


Uiddy estimated it will lake 


"between &50.000 and $75.000 to 
return all ihe high school-age 
students now living abroad to 
their homes Jan. 10, when they 
are scheduled to come back. 


The 
students " 
include 


Americans, South and Central 
Americans and Japanese, who 
are studying in this country, 
Europe and the rest of the 
Americas. 


Luddy said the group is con- 


templating legal action against 
the slate department, which he 


said has placed "tacks in the 
road" of a possible merger 
between the 1CX and other 
exchange groups. The 
ICX 


board 
of directors recently 


authorised Luddy to seek a 
merger uith any other exchange 
program that would assume 
control of it. 


• He said a possible merger 


with the Experiment in Inter- 
national Living was blocked 
because stale department of- 
ficials refused to approve Ihe 
special visa status needed for 
exchange programs. 


"The 
visa program is a 


driver's license for student 
exchanges." Luddy said. "If 
you don't get that, you're in real 


difficulty." He accused state 
department officials of showing 
"a policy of planned inatten- 
tion" and of "leaving ICX free 
to suffer privately." Luddy said 
the group's lawyers met this 
wvekend to discuss possible 
legal action.

It you 
want him to benefit from bt'Her 
pnifits via an increase in the 
price of the stock, there is no 
reason he can t buy the stock 
the same way outside investors 
do.
